‘sideration has been given to: plans for ‘using. 
it on land, the trouble and expenditure necessary 
1o-such utlisation generally appear to outweigh 
the promised results, In many English CORst- 
towns the mcthod of discharging the sewage into 
‘the .sea is inefficient and dangerous to health ; 
but by legislative enactments the local authorities 
will be compelled.to amend defective systems. 
In the coast-towns of other countries the standard 
of efficiency js generally much below that of 
England. For’ instance, the sewage is- often 
offensive when it is discharged into the sea in 
the immediate vicinity of dwellings, or_at ay point 
abovelow-water mark, or where—asoften happens 
ia-an inland sea. or in a land-locked .bay or gif 
-- there is little flow of tide, 
aré principally inshore. Such ‘evils may generally 
be. rectified by’ extending the. discharge-pipes 
further into the sea, or by conducting the sewage 
to an outfall ‘on the coast “more remote 
from the town, or toa point where the 
currents are more favourable;’" and such 
‘precautions sometimes involve the construction 
of pumping-engines for raising the ” level of 
the sewage. During the time that the out- 
let is closed by the tide, the sewer (although the 
sewage may be expelled) becomes in effect a large 
cesspool, and special precautions—sometim¢ 
volving preat expense—ate necessary ta veniilate ' 
the sewer and prevent the. foul zases from rising 
through’ the drains into the streets and: Kouses. 


“When owing ‘to special circumstances the dis- 


charge ‘of crude sewage into the sca cannol by 
any of the above means be rendered inoffensive, 
then a certain preliminary treatment of the

In England, it’ 
may be said generally that the larger number of 
modern drainage-works have ‘been carried out at 
aome cost between fifteen shillings and twenty-five 
shillings per head of eel and.the annual 
expenditure in any but ill-managed or peculiarly” 
dificult cases, is some amount between: one and 
two shillings per head,. exclusive of interest on 
capital, .
